“MY TRIP TO 
ENGLAND & WALES 


By Mr. wile Jones, taken from 
His Diary 
(Continued from last week) 


On Saturday, we took a day 
off to. go to the London .Airport:. 
Here we saw the largest plants 
coming from all parts of the 
world at the rate of one each 
minute. Sometimes there would 
be as many as seven or eight 
landing on the different run- 
ways at the same time. The air- 
port building must be about 300 
feet high, You can go up a-numb--: 
er of flights and have a good 
view of the planes coming in, It 
is quite interesting to hear the 
air dispatchers announce the 
coming and going of the planes 
in the busiest airport of the 
world. In fact, the crowds ré- 
mind one of the throngs at the 
Edmonton Exhibition. 

On August 10th to the 13th, I 
left. the London. district and 
wandered back to my home part, 
that is. Shropshire. My first stop 
was Leedlow, Craven Arms, 
Bushmore & Shrewsbury. These 
were the scenes of my early time 
of life. Leedlow is a town of some 
6,000 people. Surrounded with 
much of Medieval times, it has 
part of the old Roman Wall still 
about it and there is still five of 
the famous gateways used to adl- 
mit friend or foe, which ever 
was ablest to make the entty. 
It has one of the eight first ho- 
tels that were built in England, 
called the Feathers Hotel and is 
noted for its black and white de- 
sign of that early day. The hotel 
has been doing business for over 
400 years. It has a front door 
made of heavy oak planks in 
which there is no less than 350 
iron studded nails put in to make 
it solid. I have seen this door, 

Craven Arms is a small town 
of only 1200 people in a farming 
district.

EDMONTON — The govern- 
ment last week took the wraps 
off its proposed program of 
nursing homes for chronic pa- 
tients in Alberta. . 

Health Minister Dr. J. Dono- 
van Ross said nursing homes 
will be built in between 65 and 
40 Alberta centres, and the cost 
of construction may run as high 
as $15,000,000. Operating costs 
probably will amount to between 
$4,000,000 and $6,000,000 per 
year. 

(Aim of the plan is to provide 
facilities for the care of chronic 
patients who can’t stay at home, 
ibut who don’t require. active hos- 
pital treatment. The plan is part 
of the “five-year development 
program” announced by the 
government last summer. 

Preliminary surveys indicate 
the province needs 2,500 to 3,000 
chronic beds, which are expect- 
ed to cost from $4,000 to $6,000 
pey bed. ;

Gas production from 2,000. oil 
wells in the field will flow 
thr-ugh the line to Edmonton 
and other communities served by 
the gas company. This new pipe- 
line will make it possible for gas 
consumers in Central Alberta to 
utilize this gas which was form- 
erly flared. It is estimated that 
about 50 million cubic feet of 
gas a day will be delivered initi- 
ally. 

“Pembina gas is essential to 
enable Northwestern. Utilities to 
conserve its own. gas reserves for 
meeting severe winter demands,” 
Mr. Stewart said. The pipeline to 
Edmonton was built this year at 
a cost of approximately $3,800,- 

A year ago the Alberta Oil and 
Gas Conservation Board ruled

that gas produced with crude oil 
in the Pembina field, Canada’s 
largest, should not continue to be 
flared and wasted, but. rather 
must be conserved. 

The gathering facilities and 
processing plants required to 
handle the gas belonging to more.
